,\ltliough the Uiiifiiil States (lovcrn 
inont will not pei inil ships sailing under 
the liiil ish (lag lo enter iiehi iiiy's .Sea 
lor the purpose of lisliingor of hum in;: 
.seul, Aiiierioan lisheiineii consider Ihem 
selves liiidly used when they ate not al- 
lowed tu fish close to the shore in the 
■ Oul^o'f St. L awrence and off the conal 
of Ciipe I'reton and .\ova .'scot ia. The 
schooner .Miittie Wiiiship was the 
other day seen lisliiii>,' lor cuillish within 
three miles of the coast of Cape liielon. 
The captain of the crnisor Vigilant 
caught tilo Yankee skipper in 
the act. Ho had anohored about 
two miles fr..H the sliore and 
had his dories out * with halted 
trawls rraily to set. The stiminor wni< 
l>oiirili'd, ;inil finding denial of no use, 
thti skippei acknowledged his ollence.

.-1 GOOD EXAMPLE. 

The United States .Somite at tin! last 
session of Congress appointed a t.'om- 
luittee on Irrigation ami Arid lands In 
tile West. Tliei o ill as is w ell knoun. 
largo areas of land in Xevada, l.'olorado, 
California and other western atate.'i 
which are entirely unproductive in their 
present condition, btit which only ru- 
ipiiie to he watored to iiinke tliein ex- 
ceedingly fertile. To reclaim the.se 
lands is a work in which the nation can 
with ])ropriety engage. The works 
neces.sary to irrigate them nnist inmnny 
i- ises reiinii i! a large outlay of capital, 
ami the enterpri.se is not, it appears, 
vi'iy inviiing lo capitalist.s. Politicians 
have in these stales the op|)ortniiily 
of doing much ^^ood for the l!e]nililic. 
They can make two blades of gra.sa 
grow where none grew before, which, 
according to a high authority, is more 
than the ])oliticians of any nation have 
ever yet done. The Senate Committee 
ia about lo visit California, and great 
things are expected of it. A Californian 
conteui|ioiary nays : 

"Irrigation is ot the highest ini|)ort- 
aiice to this .State. Hy its ;iid private 
eiiteriirine has already reclaimed thou- 
sands of acres fioin the desert and 
liroiight them to |)iO(liice rich crops. 
Hundreds of tliou.sands of aci-t-s remain 
that may be reclaiuii'il. Xo private pc 
son has tho niuaiis or the interest in the 
matter to investigate the sub- 
ject broadly, or to lind out 
how great those tracts may be, 
H here tho water supplies lie and what 
will be the most ecouonncal way of 
storing water and getting it on tho land. 
These investigations [iropcrly belong to 
the I'edcral I oiveriinieiit. " 

There arc al.so in this province con- 
siderable areas of arid land wliich need 
only a good iiupply of water to make 
tlicin fertile. Would it not he well for 
ihe ( iovernnieiit to follow the e.xaiiipic 
of th« United .States .Senate in this pai - 
I iiailar and ajipoint a committee to ex- 
amine tlie.so lands in order to find out 
their extent, to see whether there are 
means of supplying them with water at 
liiniil, and to discover what is the best 
way of niaUing the water supply 
available 'r There seema to he a 
chaiii,-e here of the ( iovernniciit's do 
iiig a gi eal deal of good without iiicur- 
liiig the reproach of being "paternal." 
The provincial Government holds the 
pulilic l.inds in tnisl for the ])enpli' and 
it is its duty to make the best of them, 
■■•nuiel hing ha.s heen done in the way oi 
I'lanting H sulisidy In sink an artesian 
well. This is good as fur as it goes, hut 
.1 committee composed •! the right men 
oiiglit devise .some scheme of irrigatimi 
that would reault in making large aieiis 
of the |)ublic dnmniii productive whioh 
ire now wholly iiseloBS and which will 
r.-mairi .Ho until menus are found to sup- 
ply them with water.

year. .She had on hoard IL'-IO paaaen- 
,'erH. Those men <lid much in various 
ways to build up the Sttite of California. 
.\ large proporlion of them won a stale, 
.mil many a national re|>utation. Call 
'ornia has seli.Tled two governors from 
I he I'aiKinia's passenger.s, several of 
ihem becanii! United .States senators 
ind many were appniulod to offices. 
It is not known how many of the Pau- 
lina's passengers are alive to-day. Forty 
rears are a large proportion of the span 
if hninan life, and as many of them had 
reached middle ago hehiie they landed 
in t'alifoniia the gieat iiuvjority of them 
iiave passed away to the Land o' the 
I.eid. Ihit there are some survivors. 
.\1 a meeting which they held twelve 
\ ear.s ago hii ty .sat at. the table. .Many 
nf those flirty have in the interval gone 
to their long home. Tliero was a re- 
union of these in ,Suii Francisco a few 
laya ago but we have not seen how 
many of the Forty -nim'rs attended it. 
Rut it is not likely that there arc forty. 

Tlir. Sanio.nii dillicnlly is it seems set- 
tied at last. The people of the Islands 
are to be allowed to manage tlu'ir ow n 
affairs unmolosted by outeidors. rheie 
is to 1)0 no more Oerinati bullying. The 
king whom the Cerinmis inii|uitiiusly 
dethroned anil haiiifihed is to lie brought 
hack and reinst.ited. He nppuars to 
have been a good man, his only oll'mice 
being that lie refused to put up with 
t'^rnmn diotntion and German enoroaeh- 
meiit uuresistingly. A land court ia to 
be tstublished to latllt land disputei. 



When the rights of foreigr.er.s are in- 
volved the services of an advisory coun- 
cil will take part in the deliberations 
and aid tho native authorities in coming 
to a decision. The Samoans are well 
able to manage their own affairs. Thoy 
were happy before foreigners interfered 
in their all'airs and it is to bo hoped 
that they will be happy again. Their 
country is a delightful one. Tlioir fmit- 
fnl soil yields all tho uecessarios of life 
without much exertion on the part of 
its owners; they have much time for 
enjoyment and they have learned bow 
lo use it to advantage. The .Americans 
have done well to take the part of the 
simple hospitable people. It is no doubt 
owing to the stand which they took 
that the Samoans have been able to got 
their ow n country back again and are 
to be ruled by a king of their own 
choice.

It 
proved that the Conservatives of the 
province of t^tiiehee of all race."! and 
creeds are tmiteii.

Sir John Macdonald was 
present and thore was ubuiulant evi- 
deueo that he is even more popular with 
hia parly tliaii ever. Thi- biiilipiel lo 
.Mr. Taillon uith which 1 he proceed iuga 
concluded was a inagnilieonl ull'air. Th 
attendance was wonderfully large and 
the enthusiu.sin was unbounded. Tlie 
desire to maintain unity and concord in 
tho country was earnest and general, 
This desire found expression in the 
resoliilioiis of the convenlion a passage 
of one of which is as foll.iw s:
